School 
Committee winner and write- 
in candidate Debra Silberstein 
racked in more votes in the 
town election — 2,491 total - 
than any other candidate in a 
contested race. 

Silberstein and selectmen 
challenger Alex Vispoli, who 
led the selectmen’s race with 
.960 votes, will bring new 
faces to the town leadership 
this year. Each ran on a plat- 
form that focused on opening 
town government to the public. 

Incumbent Richard “Dick”

Fellow incumbent Ray Hender 
lost his seat with 1,604 votes. 

A total of 3,337 residents 
voted. In uncontested races, 
moderator Jim Doherty and 
Andover Housing Authority 
member James Cuticchia will 
return to their positions.

became an attractive home for 
dozens of geese. 

“You could have 50 geese 
easily.” said Brutti. “It's OK if 
you have two or three of them, 
but when you start getting 40 or 
50 of them, it’s a problem.” 

Before the company took 
action to get rid of the geese 
with the fake coyotes, other 
measures were tried, such as 
bringing in a small fleet of bor- 
der collie dogs. Border collies 
are know for their goose-scaring 
abilities. Though the dogs will 
chase them, even jump night into 
water in pursuit of their feath- 
ered targets, they will not hurt 
the geese. There are goose- 
policing agencies that will bring 
in dogs. 

Brutti said the dogs-for-hire 
seemed to be working, but at a 
notable cost. He said Philips 
was calling on the dogs less and 
less, but they were still needed 
on occasion, and every time the 
dogs came out, Philips had to 
pay a fee. 

The alternative, Styrofoam 
coyotes, was suggested by Paula 
Hardacre, an executive assistant 
at Philips. She said she had seen 
something on television about 
hunting targets doubling as 
goose scarecrows. 

“| had always complained to 
our Workplace Services Depart- 
ment about the problems with 
(the geese) on our site and the 
mess that they caused,” said 
Hardacre. Hardacre is now 
happy to report her suggestion

Brutti said. 

At $90 bucks a head, the coy- 
otes seem to be equally success- 
ful as the collies, at a fraction of 
the price. 

“They seem to work,” said 
Brutti. “You see the geese fly in, 
and then you see them flying 
out.” 

When Philips first brought in 
the coyotes, Rogers said there 
was concern that people would 
mistake them for the real thing. 
She said an in-house memo was 
sent to let people know it was 
safe to walk through the parking 
lot or to take a stroll around the 
pond during a lunch break. 

“People were so curious. 
They would walk out there. 
They would walk right up to 
them,” Brutti said. 

Brutti said the true test will 
come when the weather gets 
warmer and migrating geese that 
would use Philips’ parking lot 
ponds return. Currently, there is 
a total of five coyotes protecting 
two ponds. Brutti said he is hop- 
ing the geese will not catch on, 
but, just in case, the coyotes will 
be moved around a bit and their 
swivel heads readjusted.

Pets’ rabies vaccine 


The fifth annual statewide 
rabies vaccination day is planned 
for April 3. The Andover Ani 
mal Hospital will conduct the 
rabies clinic for dogs and cats on 
Saturday, April 3 at the West 
Middle School on Shawsheen 
Road from 8:30 a.m. to noon 
The cost of the vaccination will 
be $10 per animal and all ani- 
mals should be 
restrained. 

Rabies vaccinations will be 
good for three years if residents 
bring proof (current rabies cer- 
tificate) that their pet has been 
immunized within the past year. 
Otherwise, the vaccination will 
be good for only one year. 

State law requires that all 
dogs and cats must be vaccinated 
against rabies by six months of 
age and must be three months 
before they can be vaccinated.

Budget choices: Spend less on maintenance, borrow for large projects

In a series of closely argued 
votes, selectmen recommended 
Monday night that the town bor- 
row money for big projects and 
keep maintenance spending low, 
freeing up tax money that could 
help close the school depart- 
ment’s budget deficit. 

All the spending for next fis- 
cal year still faces votes at Town 
Meeting April 26 to 27. 

The board voted 4-0, with 
Selectman Brian Major abstain- 
ing, to recommend borrowing 
$350,000 to pay for construction 
plans for a proposed new senior 
center on Bartlet Street. They 


voted 4-1, with Major in opposi- 
tion, to recommend borrowing 
another $475,000 to upgrade the 
heating and cooling system in 
the high school’s Collins Center. 

Major was also on the losing 
side in a 3-2 vote to recommend 
spending $1.75 million on main- 
taining town buildings next year, 
about $300,000 less than he and 
other officials argued for. Select- 
man Ray Hender, who was 
defeated at the polls on Tuesday, 
also voted against the lower 
amount. 

Major and Finance Commit- 
tee member Margaret Bradshaw 
argued against lowering the bud- 
get for maintenance of town

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Town officials seek to end publishing warrant in paper

The selectmen and Finance 
Committee say there are better 
ways to spend the town’s money 
than paying to publish the full 
text of all Town Meeting warrant 
articles in the newspaper. 

Selectmen voted last Monday 
to endorse Article 15 that would 
release the town from a bylaw 
requiring it to publish the entire 
warrant in the local newspaper, 
which historically has been the 
Townsman. 

If the article passes, the town 


will only publish the titles of 


each article. For instance, instead 
of publishing the text of an art- 
cle about the Senior Center Land 
Transfer, which includes the

But legality of new concept is unknown, say town and state officials 


By Andrea Gregory 

After Town Meeting, two Andover 
addresses — 459 River Road and 123 Tewks- 
bury St. — could have deed restrictions pro- 
hibiting them from ever be used for Ch. 40B 
iffordable housing developments. Whether 
such restrictions are legally enforceable 
might still be in question, however. 

Planning Board Chairman Paul Salafia 
said the idea was proposed to the board by 
the developers of the two sites. He said there 
is some concern about how the restriction 
would hold up and what would happen if 
the town ever believed either of the sites was 
in appropriate location for a 40B project. 

“We know it’s a new concept,” said 
Salafia. “It would be nice to be able to con- 
trol things that way, but it’s uncizertered ter- 
ritory.” 

Even the State Department of Communi- 
ty Housing and Development said it is hard 
to predict how effective the deed restrictions 
would be. 

“It’s never been done before, so we don’t 
have a formulated answer,” said Beth Bres- 
nahan, spokeswoman for DHCD. “This is 
the first time we have ever heard of this kind 
of deed restriction. It’s never been litigated, 
so there is no precedent to follow. Without a 
decision to fall back on, there really is no 
hard answer.” 

In towns and cities with less than 10 per- 
cent of affordable housing, developers can 
bypass local zoning regulations in exchange 
for making 25 percent of the units afford- 
able under Ch. 40B of state law, also known 
as the “anti-snob zoning law.” Andover cur- 
rently has more than 10 percent affordable 
housing. But such numbers are bound to 
change when the next census comes out in 
2010. Also, although towns have more 
leverage over projects once they reach the 
10 percent affordable housing figure, they 
are not exempt from hosting new 40B pro- 


jects. 


Knowing a neighborhood on River Road 
is currently fighting AvalonBay, a 40B pro- 


ject, 459 River Road developer Ed Doherty 


offered to amend his warrant article for 


sewer connection to include a deed restric- 
tion on his property. The restriction would 
theoretically ban a future developer from 
using his site for a 40B.

| If Town Meeting is to grant permission 
| for a new 10-lot subdivision and two exist- 
ing buildings to connect to sewer lines, it

‘town counsel that there are no guarantees 
about how the land could be developed in

| Ed Doherty, a developer from Tewks- 
bury, will return to Town Meeting with a 
| private article that was shot down last year. 
| He has been holding onto his plans to create 
| a 10-lot neighborhood adjacent to the Fran- 
iciscan Center on River Road. If granted 
| Town Meeting approval, the subdivision, 
| Franciscan Center and Christian Formation 
| Center would receive access to a sewer con- 
nection. 

| Last year, voters rejected a request to 
| allow Doherty's development to connect to 
| sewer via the town entering an agreement 
| with Lowell and Tewksbury. Doherty said 
| last year’s Town Meeting decision had a lot 
/to do with “bad luck” since his article fol- 
|lowed an emotion battle between River 
Road residents and AvalonBay, developers 
| of a 40B affordable housing project. 

“We were here before you last year, and 
I think our timing was pretty poor,’ Doher- 
ty told selectmen. 

But a year later, selectmen are still think- 
|ing about the AvalonBay furor, and it has 
|them a bit hesitant to embrace Doherty’s 

plans this year. 

In 1997, Town Meeting gave authoriza- 


approval of the private warrant article that 
would allow sewer connection to Doherty’s 
site with the condition of a deed restriction 
prohibiting 40B projects (see sidebar). The 
board also attached the same condition to its 
recommendation for Article 48, which asked 
for sewer connection to 123 Tewksbury St

tion to the selectmen and town manager to 
enter into an intermunicipal sewer agree- 
ment with Tewksbury and Lowell. 

Last year, a group of residents opposed 
to AvalonBay called Protect Andover Zon- 
ing (PAZ) was able to convince enough vot- 
ers to rescind that 1997 decision. PAZ told 
Town Meeting voters the purpose of the 
1997 article was to benefit the St. Clare sis- 
ters, a group of nuns. They were outraged 
that 40B developer AvalonBay could bene- 
fit from the sewer agreement. The neigh- 
borhood group appealed the decision and 
the told Town Meeting the original warrant 
article had been meant to benefit the nuns, 
not future developers of the property. 

Under Ch. 40B, developers can skirt 
local zoning regulations in towns and cities 
with less than 10 percent affordable hous- 
ing if the developers rent or sell 25 percent 
of their units below market rate. 

“T don’t want to see anything like that on 
this property,” said Doherty. “I think what 
I’m trying to do here is the right thing to 
do.” 

He said he hopes enough time has 
passed for voters to separate his develop- 
ment from AvalonBay, the 40B proposed 
project across the street from his land. 

Doherty is presenting an alternative 
route for the sewer connection that he hopes 
will be more pleasing to officials and vot- 
ers, and help separate his plans even further 
from the stigma of AvalonBay. Doherty

SAME-SEX MARRIAGE 


Legislators prepared for renewed

Andover legislators describe 
the ongoing constitutional con- 


vention concerning the issue of 


gay marriage as an emotional 
battle with no clear resolution in 
sight. Each of the three, Reps. 
Barry Finegold and Barbara L’I- 
talien and Sen. Susan Tucker are 
against amending the constitu- 
tion. 

The State Supreme Judicial 
Court ruled 4-3 that gay mar- 
riage cannot be banned under 
the Massachusetts constitution. 
As of May 17 same-sex couples 
will be able to legally marry in 
Massachusetts. If state legisla- 
tors approve an amendment, it 
would be up to citizen voters to 
decide the marriage/civil union 
issue. But even with the initial 
acceptance of an amendment, on 
March 11, how the issue will 
pan out is still hard for legisla- 
tors to predict. 

“Being at the Statehouse, I’ve 
never been around something 
that is so emotionally charged 
on both sides,” said Rep. Fine- 
gold. 

“It’s fascinating, just hearing 
people’s heart-felt speeches,” 
said Rep. L’Italien. “There are 
strong feelings on both sides.” 

Emotional outpourings are 
expected to continue when the 
House and Senate pick up the 
issue again on March 29, 30 and 
31. But Andover legislators say 
it could take longer than those 
three days to resolve the issue. 

“We could again gridlock on 
this entire thing,” said L’Italien. 
“It’s democracy. Democracy is 
messy. It was never meant to be 
clean. It’s time-consuming, as it 
should be. I don’t think anyone

knows what the final outcome 
will be.” 

An amendment sponsored by 
House Speaker Thomas Finner- 
an and Senate President Robert 
Travaglini made it to a third 
reading, further than any previ- 
ous attempt, on Thursday, March 
11. The amendment defines mar- 
riage as between one man and 
one woman, but allows for gay 
couples to enter civil unions, 
which would have carry the 
same benefits as a marriage. The 
final vote of 129-69 gave initial 
consent to the amendment. 

Andover legislators voted 
along with the majority to pass 
the amendment during the first 
two readings, but voted against it 
during its third reading, in an 
apparent attempt to quash it. 

“I know, for me, I’m against 
amending the constitution. The 
first two votes, I see as procedur- 
al, and the last vote I see as vot- 
ing on the issue,” said L’ Italien. 

L Italien said there is a lot of 
behind-the-scenes strategizing 
attached to the debate, and that 
what looks like flip-flop voting 
is conceivably done with a spe- 
cific outcome in mind. 

“It’s important not to get 
caught up on each procedural 
vote. At the end of the day, you 
have to do what is right.” said 
Finegold. “My preference is not 
to amend the constitution and to 
leave it alone. I guess that’s the 
best way to describe my opin- 
ion.” 

If the amendment is voted 
down next week, the convention 
would end without putting a 
question on the ballot. But as of 
now, there is still time for tweak- 
ing, or for other amendments to 
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come forward, said L Italien. 

L'Italien said there are many 
legislators who do not see a 
compromise amendment as an 
option and many who are strug- 
gling to put something on a bal- 
lot. 

“It’s incredibly difficult to 
amend the constitution. Our 
founding fathers wanted it this 
way, said Finegold. “The 
founding fathers wanted it to be 
a difficult and long process.”

E-mails, letters and phone 
calls continue to flood the elect- 
ed leaders’ offices. L’Italien and 
Finegold said their constituents 
seem split on the issue. They 
acknowledge that there is not an 
answer that will please every- 
one. 

“| will predict that this entire 
matter will land in the United 
States Supreme Court. It’s 
become a national issue,” said 
Sen. Tucker.

DOE site visit 
to AHS planned

HE STATE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION PLANS to visit 
Andover High School next Tuesday, March 30, to 
check Andover’s progress in meeting the state’s class- 
time mandate. DOE representatives are expected to 
check student schedules and make sure Andover High is fol- 
lowing the plan it submitted to the state in December. 

Meanwhile, AHS Parent Advisory Council president Ellen 
Travers said she has been pleased with the steps the school 
department has taken to meet the state mandate and improve 
the level of service to Andover High students. Travers said her 
son was choosing courses this week, for September. He was 
required to sign up for 7.5 credits and could select courses 
worth eight credits if he wanted 

“This is restoring (Andover High School) to what it was two 
years ago. What else could we possibly ask for? Im thrilled.” 
said Travers. 

The DOE ordered Andover to increase classroom hours at 
Andover High in December 2003 after it leaned students were 
not all receiving the required 990 hours of class time per year. 
Superintendent Claudia Bach worked with AHS Principal Peter 
Anderson to draft a plan that included hiring new teachers and 
changing Andover’s study halls to “directed studies,” which 
count toward learning time 

Anderson said Tuesday night he had not yet received a 
phone call from David Keeler, supervisor of program quality 
assurance services for the state.

This past Friday marked the 
first anniversary of the invasion 
of Iraq, and I believe it is time 
the media and citizens of this 
fine country speak out in protest 
of the entire mess the Bush 
administration and Republicans 
in Congress got us into.

They never said there 
was an ‘immirent’ threat.” 

The Bush administration 
needs to accept accountability 
for its actions, rather than look- 
ing for congratulations from 
Congress. Congress has the 
responsibility to hold Bush 
accountable for his actions, and 
should censure him for mislead- 
ing the American people. His 
administration and the Republi- 
can Congress would be wise to 
remember, he was not elected by 
a majority of Americans.

Russell Cox told New Hamp- 
shire Fish and Game Lt. Todd 
Bogardus the basics of what 
went on while he was on the 
mountain: The Coxes reached 
Franconia Ridge Trail Sunday 
afternoon but blinding snow 
drifts masked the trail markers. 
They built a snow cave where 
they sheltered themselves for the 
night against 75 mph winds and 
windchill temperatures of 60 
below zero. The next day, the 
couple set out again, but weath- 
er forced them to seek shelter in 
a rocky cave. 

Russell Cox was unsteady, 
but standing when rescuers 
found him, while his wife was 
unconscious. He was the first to 
be rescued by helicopter. Brenda 
Cox was rescued about 45 min- 
utes later. 

She loved adventure and 
family members who gathered 
at the couple’s home on Tuesday 
night said she was daring. She 
was one of 10 children and grew 
up in Lowell. 

Previously married and the 
mother of two grown sons 
Neil Thompson, 27, and 
Michael Thompson, 26 — Bren- 
da Cox’s family said she was 
thrilled when she met her soon- 
to-be husband at Raytheon, 
where they both worked.

Year's Eve 1997. Brenda and 
Russell Cox married on a wood- 
en bridge in Vermont. The wed- 
ding party, wearing purple capes 
with fur lining, hiked to the 
location. They bought their 
house on Brookfield Road short- 
ly after the wedding. 

"She finally found happi- 
ness,” said her tear-eyed mother. 
“She and Russell were made for 
each other.” 

Brenda’s siblings said they'd 
begun to worry on Monday 
night after a search led by the 
New Hampshire Fish and Game 
Department was called off at 
midnight because of harsh 
weather. While the couple were 
experienced hikers, family 
members knew another night on 
the mountain might kill a per- 
son, but they hoped for a mira- 
cle. The family talked about 
Brenda in the present tense say- 
ing how she bikes from Andover 
to North Billerica each Easter; 
how she joins the family at a 
rented house in the mountains of 
New Hampshire each Thanks- 
giving; how she plans on bring- 
ing some of the children hiking 
this weekend. 

With Russell, who works at 
Clare Inc., a telecommunica- 
tions company in Beverly, Bren- 
da challenged herself. She ran 
marathons, climbed rocks, 
zipped down ski slopes and 
swam laps. She traveled to 
France, to China, or, within the 
United States, to Vermont. She 
sailed around Cape Cod. 

Brenda, the third-eldest 
among her nine siblings, includ- 
ing Six sisters and three brothers, 
was “the adventurer.” Her moth- 
er remembered, Brenda didn’t 
just talk about adventures, she 
set out on them. 

The last time Wanamaker 
met her daughter for brunch, 
Brenda showed her mother 
slides of a recent trip to the 
Komodo Islands in Indonesia, 
where she hiked on trails shared 
by the endangered Komodo 
dragons, the world’s largest 
lizards.

“Some of 
this imagery has been exploited,” said 
Goldstein. But Goldstein said Chris- 
tians who see the film are not paying as 
much attention to the Jews in the film as 
Jews are. “It's not about the Jews. Jews 
go to this movie and Christ is not a part 
of our theology. We're seeing a differ- 
ent movie.” said Goldstein. 

Goldstein said the movie was creat- 
ing a lot of discussion between people 
of the two faiths. But opinions about 
the movie vary. “You can talk to 10 dif- 
ferent ministers and get 10 different 
interpretations.” he said. 

Kelley, director of the Augustinian 
study center. said people who see the 
movie will bring their own faith into the 
theater. He said he was so disturbed by 
the violence in the movie he had a hard 
time getting involved in The Passion, but he 
knows other Christians who have been very 
moved by it. “Christians might be able to 
draw on the film by drawing on their own 
spiritual life.” he said. 

For Kelley. the characters were flat and 
hard to get involved with. He said he didn’t 
think the movie would be easy to understand 
for someone who did not know the story of 
Jesus. “I think if you did not know the 
gospels and the passion narrative it would 
be absolutely. completely befuddling.” said 
Kelley. 

Kelley said the amount of discussion and 
attention the movie has brought to the 
Lenten season is valuable. “I’ve never had 
this kind of Lent before.” he said.

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Sign up kids for activities in advance 
If the deadline is missed, it may be too late to include them

Andover is teeming with pro- 


grams and activities for youth of 


all ages. But some Andover par- 
ents might not realize that their 
kids will need to sign-up for 
many of these programs months 
in advance. If they miss the sign 
up date, it might be too late to 
register their children at all. 

“The first time that your child 
is involved in a sport, you're not 
on a mailing list and you never 
think to register six months 
ahead of time,” says Melanie 
Bilazarian, an Andover resident. 

But, because of the complex- 
ity of running sports or other 
youth organization with hun- 
dreds or even thousands of par- 
ticipants, some registration 
times are scheduled months in 
advance of the seasons. 

Carl Grygiel manages the 
Andover Soccer Association, 
which has more than a thousand 
kids who participate in orga- 
nized soccer each year. He says 
it is important that boys and 
girls interested in playing sign 
up during the registration peri- 
od. “This allows for the plan- 
ning needed for coaches, fields 
and teams assignments to occur 
in an organized fashion to 
ensure the best experience for 
all players,” he says. 

Bilazarian has children who 
participate in organized sports in 
town, including lacrosse. She 
notes a number of questions par- 
ents have about registering their 
children for activities. 

“Is the Winter Lacrosse 
League through the Lacrosse 
Association?” Bilizarian asks, 
rhetorically. “If 1 knew, I would 


have had my kid in it. I called 
youth services and asked them, 
‘When is registration for spring 
lacrosse?’ and they said, “You 
missed it. It was yesterday.’” [In 
fact, the Winter Lacrosse 
League is run out of the 
Andover Youth Services.] 

This was a learning experi- 
ence that she would like to 
share, so that, hopefully, other 
parents will not face the same 
disappointment. 

Most organized programs 
and activities in town designed 
for kids will try to accommodate 
anyone who has missed the ini- 
tial sign-up date. But this is not 
always possible. 

Glenn Wilson, of Andover 
Youth Services, says parents 
will frequently contact his 
department after sign-up dead- 
lines have come and gone. 

“We try and take as many 
(late-comers) as we can,” he 
says. “We make every effort. 

“But, if they call once the 
season has started, the likeli- 
hood is not good. We have a 
limited number of coaches.” 

Learning where to register 
can be another issue for parents 
new to a league. For example, 
Bilazarian discovered that 
Andover Church Basketball 
League registration forms can 
be found — despite the store’s 
name — at the Andover Hockey 
Shop. In fact, registration forms 
for many programs can be found 
at the Andover Hockey Shop, 
which sells more than just hock- 
ey equipment. 

Yes, signing up for activities 
can be a bit of a puzzle, even for 
those who have lived in

Andover for some time. 

“Even if you've lived in town 
but have a 12-year-old who now 
happens to be able to play a dif- 
ferent level of sport, you are still 
new to that sport,” Bilazarian 
explains. “It’s not even newness 
to the town, you know?” 

Kim Stamas, the recreational 
coordinator for the Department 
of Community Services (DCS), 
understands what can happen. 
The popularity of a program can 
make it difficult to accommo- 
date all interested youth. 
Andover Youth Services has 
tried different ways to handle its 
registrations, as parents have 
camped out all night to ensure 
their teens can participate in a

heavily desired program. 

DCS programs, which 
include sports as well as cultural 
activities such as dance and the- 
ater, attracts kids of all ages, as 
well. While DCS sends catalogs 
to all Andover residents, and 
works closely with the public 
school administration to ensure 
kids have opportunities to par- 
ticipate, some kids still miss out. 

“Many classes do fill up,” 
Stamas says. “Typically, the 
preschool classes will fill quick- 
ly, almost always. If you have 
your heart set on a particular 
class, you need to be on top of 
when our registrations are.” 

Like those involved in other 
programs in town, DCS workers 


say they try to please. “In a 
preschool class, once a class fills 
we'll start a wait list,” Stamas 
explains. “And then, when we 
get enough for a full class, we'll 
offer it again. So we do try to 
accommodate everyone. We’ve 
all been trying very hard to do 
what’s best for the town.” 

Most Andover organizations 
have Web sites which post perti- 
nent information, including 
schedules and contact informa- 
tion. But not all of these Web 
sites publish sign-up dates and 
deadlines. This Kids section 
offers deadlines for some 
Andover-based organizations 
and programs, beginning on 
page 6A.

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(MS) - Faced with a seem- 
ingly interminable number of 
LOLs (Laugh Out Loud) and 
B4Ns (Bye For Now), it may 
seem sometimes as though chil- 
dren are speaking a different 
language.

PLAY CLAY 

Want to get children’s hands 
on something other than the 
remote control? With adult 
supervision, kids can make their 
own play clay. This simple pro- 
ject calls for 2 cups of baking 
soda, 1 cup of cornstarch and 1 
cups of cold water. Combine all 
the ingredients in a medium-size 
saucepan and cook, stirring fre- 
quently, over medium heat. 
After 10 to 15 minutes, the mix- 
ture should be the consistency of 
mashed potatoes. Carefully 
remove the clay from the pot, 
and cover it with a damp cloth. 
When cool, knead the clay like 
dough until it feels smooth. To 
color the clay, add a few drops 
of food coloring while knead- 
ing. Children can experiment by 
molding the clay into a variety 
of shapes while they discover 
new concepts about color and 
science. 


CRAZY WATERCOLORS 
Using ingredients that are 
already in the kitchen, children 
can make crazy watercolors 
with a combination of 2 table- 


spoons baking soda, 2 table- 
spoons flour, 2 tablespoons 
sugar, 2 tablespoons water and | 
packet.of dry, unsweetened 
drink mix in any flavor. Mix the 
dry ingredients together in a 
small bowl, then add water and 
stir until the fizzing stops. 
Divide the mixture into several 
small plastic tubs or jar lids. To 
make different colors, use differ- 
ent flavors of drink mix. Voila! 
Paper and brushes are all a little 
artist needs to get started on his 
or her masterpiece. 


VOLCANIC’ FUN 

Kids have always been fasci- 
nated by volcanoes, and they'll 
no doubt jump at the chance to 
make one of their own with an 
adult at home. 

For an authentic look, start 
off with flexible cardboard and 
shape it into a cone, securing it 
with tape. Insert a 4-ounce cup 
in the top of the cone to make a 
crater. While the cone is stand- 
ing on a baking sheet, cover it 
with plaster of Paris, making 
sure not to get any in the cup.

When should you have your child’s eyes checked?

When should that first visit to the eye 
doctor take place? According to Dr. Yale 
Shriber, optometrist of Andover Eye 
Care, “All children should have their 
eyes examined by an eye doctor at least 
by the time they enter school.

The most common disorder 
is dyslexia. Dyslexia is a read- 
ing disorder that causes children 
to process information different- 
ly; they might read letters or 
words backwards, misunder- 
stand directions or verbal infor- 
mation, or mispronounce words. 
It’s estimated that up to 15 per- 
cent of the U.S. population suf- 
fers from dyslexia, says the 
NCLD. Some warning signs 
include difficulty in: 


- Understanding that words 
are made up of sounds 

- Blending sounds into 
speech 

- Learning sequential infor- 
mation like numbers or the 
alphabet 

- Reading comprehension 

- Open-ended questions

As complicated as dyslexia 
can be, once identified, it is 
treatable. With help from a tutor 
or teacher trained in learning 
disabilities, a child can become 
a good reader. Some of the 
strategies include: multi-sensory 
language instruction, books-on- 
tape and early exposure to dif- 
ferent forms of non-reading 
expression such as drawing or 
writing. 

Other disorders can also 
cause difficulty with reading. 
Children with Attention Deficit 
Hyperactivity Disorder (ADHD) 
have trouble paying attention to 
details and sustaining attention 
for extended periods of time. 
Visual processing disorders can 
prevent children from distin- 
guishing between similarly 
_ Shaped letters or the order of let- 
ters in sequence. Information on 
all these learning disabilities can 
be found on the National Center 
for Learning Disabilities Web 
site (www.ncld.org). 

If one suspects that a child 
has a learning disability, there 
are several routes to take. Speak 
to a pediatrician about any con- 
cerns, for he or she can recom- 
mend alternative methods of 
testing. If a child is in school, 
speak to the school counselor, 
who can tell you what resources 
the school offers for evaluation. 

Once children are diagnosed 
with a learning disability, it is 


important to know their rights. 
The Individuals with Disabilities 
Education Act (IDEA) is a fed- 
eral mandate requiring schools 
to accommodate these children. 

Normally, the school will 
hold a meeting to deiermine an 
Individualized Education Plan 
(IEP) for children’s needs. This 
meeting is required by law to be 
held within 30 days of diagnosis 
of the disability. Both parent and 
child should attend the meeting 
in order to voice any concerms or 
requests. The child’s teachers 
are also required to attend. 

The IEP will outline the 
“least restrictive environment” 
for the child. This means that 
the child should be allowed to 
remain in classes with students 
without disabilities, and should 
have any support necessary to 
attain goals. The plan will also 
outline accommodations to be 
used in the classroom, which 
may include extra time on tests, 
assistive technology devices or 
modified assignments. 

No matter what is decided in 
the IEP meeting, stay on top of 
the child’s education. Maintain 
records of testing and evalua- 
tions, as well as any work and 
grades that might be of concer. 
And keep in touch with the 
child’s teachers, e-mailing them 
frequently to keep updated on 
the student’s progress. No mat- 
ter what your child’s disability, 
with a little help, he or she can 
become a successful learner.
